And it is no lefs diftinguifhed for the very fingular ftructure and 
length of its antenne, than for its rarity; that part which forms one 
of the moft certain characteriftics of almoft every tribe of Infects, 
conftitutes the moft prominent character in this. 

Of its ufe, we are altogether ignorant, as the various opinions 
that have been given by former writers are now obliterated; fome 
have fuppofed that they were the organs of hearing, or {mell; and 
others have imagined that they were fufceptible of the leaft motion in 
the ambient fluid in which they move. 

Geoffroy difcovered the organs of hearing in feveral amphibious 
animals, viz. in the toad, frog, viper, fome other ferpents, lizard, 
_water-falamander, and fkate*; and many of the moft eminent ana- 
tomifts of the prefent time have difcovered by their refearches into 
the animal kingdom, thofe organs in different creatures. Profef- 
for Camper, in 1763, publifhed remarks on the organs of hearing 
in fifhes, in the Harlem Tranfactions+: Mr. Hunter has defcribed 
others in the Philofophical Tranfactions |; and Dr. Monro has de- 
fcribed and figured great variety of them in his large work en the 
ftructure and phyfiology of fithes. 

Probably, induced by thofe difcoveries profeltor Fabricius ondew 
voured to afcertain the organs of hearing in Infects alfo; and about 
nine years ago publifhed an account of this interefting difcovery in 
the New Copenhagen Tranfactions §, with figures of thofe organs in 
the crab and lobfter: he found the exteraal orifice of the organ in 
thefe animals to be placed between the long and the fhort antenna, 
the cochlea, &c. being lodged in the upper part, which Linnzeus calls 
the thorax, near the bafe of the ferrated projection at its apex; we 


muft therefore conclude that the antennz of Infeéts are appropriated 


for fome other purpofes than thofe it is at prefent fufpected they anfwer. 

The Cerambyx A&dilis, Fabricius informs us, lives in the trunks 
of trees; its horns are moveable, as it can either dire& them forward, 
or fupport them in an erect pofition; and when it fleeps, it reclines 
them along its back ; it alfo.reclines them when it walks quick, or hag 
to pafs through a narrow track, as the leaft refiftance from any thing im 
its way, would be very liable to injure, or break them off,

The little Infe&t before us might be referred to the Silpha genus 
of Linnzus; but as his definiton of the Silphe has been fubjected 
to many objeétions and amendments of later authors, we forbear 
placing it amongft them. Linnzus has made no diftinG@ion between 
fuch fpecies as have perfoliated antenna, and thofe with antennze 
increafing in bulk from the bafe to the end *, thereby including S. 
Vefpillo with 8. theracia and S. obfcura, though in an early edition of 
the Fauna Suecica, 8. Vefpillo was placed among the Scarabei, and 
the two laft with the Ca/fide. 


Scheffer divided the Silphe of Linnzus into two genera, Si/pha 
and Peltis. Geoffroy arranged fome of them amongft his Dermeftides, 
and formed his genus Peltis, of {uch as have the thorax and elytra 
ftrongly margined, and perfoliated antenna. Geoffroy defcribed our 
prefent fubje€t under the name Tritoma. Fabricius afterwards, in 
his Mantiffa, arranged it under Jps, a new genus formed from 
part of the Si/phe of Linnzeus and Derme/ftides of Geoffroy. In the 
Entomologia Syftematica, he has again feparated the Ips, and made

To thofe who have adopted the fyftem of Fabricius, it is unne- 
ceflary to fay, that the fundamental part of his arrangement is taken 
from the mouth of the Infe&, which certainly is objeftionable, be- 
caufe that part is dry, and very frequently injured or deftroyed in 
Infe&ts that have been long in a cabinet, and is very {mall in moft 
kinds when alive; fo that, though we have followed his arrangement

It has alfo been found (though we believe very rarely) in the fouthern 
parts of Europe, particularly in Italy; and we have reafon to conclude 
it has been met with in the fouth of France, and in Germany *. 


We prefume to include it among the Englifh Chryfomelz, on the 
authority of the late Mr. Hudfon, author of the Flora Anglica, &c.

Linnzan Syftema Nature; this overfight would be deemed of fome 
importance in any work, but mutt be of full greater moment In a pro- 
duétion profeffedly defigned as an improved edition of the Linnzan 
publication: nor is the circumftance the lefs remarkable, fince Fabri- 
cius, in the work quoted, affords a reference to the defcription pre- 


vioufly given by Linnzus. 


Linnzus, and alfo Fabricius, fpeak of it in general terms as an inha- 
bitant of Europe: the fpecies does not, however, sppear, to be by 
any means frequent like many others of the fame genus; for, with the 
exception of the works of Villers, and thofe abovementioned, it does 
not occur inany of the continental publications on Entomology. ‘The 
author of Entomologia Britannica, 'T. Marfham, Efq. introduces 
this fpecies for the firft time to notice as a Britifh infeGt: the fpecimen 
he defcribes is in the cabinet of Dr. Shaw. Another was taken in the 
town of Plymouth on the 18th of September, 1812, and is now in 
the poffeffion of W. E. Leach, Efq.—The reader will pardon the 
minutenefs of this detail when the rarity of the fpecies is duly 
eftimated. 


In its general afpeét this uncommon infect differs little from feveral 
others of the fame tribe that are very abundant, and in which the 
wing-cafes are red, with dots of black, and the thorax yellow with an 
irregular fpot or fplafh of black in the middle: it is alfo like thofe of 
the middle fize; the body beneath is black.

The hiftory of thofe feveral infe€ts fo nearly refemble each other, 
that one general account will comprife all that can be faid of any of 
the fpecies. ‘The larva is not unlike the adult infect, though its body 
is longer and tapering, and it hath no fhells to defend it if in danger 5 
jts fecurity therefore depends on its feet, which are rather longer, or at 
Jeaft appear longer, than in the after-ftate; all the fpecies, whether as 
the larya or the adult, commonly feed on grafs, but they as frequently are 
taken on the plantain, thiftle and rofe, or any other plant, whether wild 
er cultivated, They faften themfelves to the leaves of any plant that 
is near when they enter the Chryfalis fate, and its appearance is then 
as if it fvere tied to the leaf by threads which pafs each other in tranf- 
verfe directions ; they remain only a few days in the Chryfalis, as it 
undergoes but litle change. May, June, and July, or later if the 
weather ihould prove fine, is the time to find them; many of the 
fpecies are fo numerous in almoft every fituation, that collectors give 
little trouble to obtain them, or at leaft fearch for fuch only as are moft 
uncommon,
